flood of thought from 

doing ilftiiiage. 

There is Wchstor's ''ScvtMiih of Miirch" 
^Npcecb, which doomed him political ly, Init a 
few yeard later saved the union when it be- 
came the primer of every national speaker and 
when its phrases were repeated solemnly in 
in every household. It was a noble sacrifice, 
worthy -of ihe great man who made it. 

Then there is Lincoln's Gettypburg speech 
the greatest oration ever pronounced by roan, 
ancient or modern, and not alone breathing 
the spirit of the day, but of all tiiiuj. A few 
bundled wolds hastily 9cril)l»letl on tlie Ijack 
of an old cnvulojio while on the train ti> 
ftett^'shurg where he was to introduce the ora- 
tor of the day, it will live forever, while the 
world has forgotten even the name of the 
other orator. 

Senator Foraker's address at the Colombia 
burying ground on Memorial day bids fair to 
rank as one of the nations great classics. Like 
Webster's great speech it has been delivered 
at a time when public opinion has been rend- 
ered fluid and bids fair to run outside the 
banks. Pei liaps, like Webster's groat speech, 
it is one that today that will hardly bt; c<»n- 
tiiderod pojudar. lUit that it is a ^reaf sj)ccch 
in that it, too, will make tbom stop and think 
even the moat rabid of bis opponeata must ad- 
mit. It shows one of Ohio's greatest tons at 
his best. It it a crowning achievement of a 
life 61led with effort in behalf of the people; 
it is the voice of a tnan with a wisdom ripened 
by experience; of a prophet who seeks to find 
in the past the things wherewith to read the 
future; of a man who has lighted the lamp of 
experience wherewith to guide the nation's 
footste(U). 

This ooo ecutence should make the people 




pause, i|) order that in Hol)etnQes and dulibera* 
lion tbey may work out the problems which 
they have inherited rather than plunge head- 
long into the untried and the experimental: 

"Today we have the mightiest republic the 
world has ever seen. The whole world acknow- 
ledges it and respects it.

thanks tbat all sin wna about to be 
abolished and thut a pious man wub 
loHdlng their country bnrk to th« 
"good old days" of Oliver ("romwell. 

Tbe "plouB man" wnn James, Duke 
of Monmouth. He hud about as much 
ptety aa a peacock — and almost as 
much beauty. To thia dar It Is bard 
to decide whether he waa more black- 
goard or arrant coward. Probablr an 
equal blend of both. 

Charlee 11 of England dt«d without a 
direct heir. Thus his younger broth- 
er mounted the throne as King Jamas 
II. Many English peoplo hated and 
distrusted King James. Many politl- 
rl.-ins looked on him .as an enemy of 
their pet schemes. A large number 
of Englishmen were Puritans who 
wei« disgusted with the dissipation 
and extravagance of Gharlea' reign 
and aighed for the graver, godllcr 
tiraea of CromwelL 

Monmouth was the son of one T.iiey 
WrtlUTB, who claimed to havo been 
fiei roily married to Charles 11. Mon- 
nuutii (Irclaii'd h«> was thorofore the 
rightful heir to the British throne. 
He (and the politicians who made use 
of him) said the records of tbe mar- 
riage and of bis birth were hidden 
In a mysterious "black box," and 
would b« produced at the proper time. 
Charlea had pabliclr denied thle etory. 
Rut this proved little. For Charles 
had had a way of denying anything 
h<> (lid not want to confess. And he 
had lent of>Ior to thf rumor by his 
Kreat afr<ctlon for young Monmouth. 

Now that C'hark-8 was dead and 
James was on the throne. In 1685, 
Monmouth was thrust forward by a 
P.roup of slirewd men as England's 
lawful King. His advlaera flret 
worked on the w«ak Duke'a ambitions, 
than peranaded th« Purltana that he 
would bring back the customs of 
Cromwell. They Induced Monmouth 
lo raise the flag of rebellion In the 
west of England where I*ur1tnnlBn» 
was strongest. Moiunduth proclaimed 
hlniBtlf King at Tnuiitoii. and de- 
clared James II bad poisoned K,lng 
Charles to gain the crown. 

At once thousands of farmera, paaa- 
ant a and ahopkeepera flocked to the 
Uttke'a atandard. They ware aimple, 
honaet. Qod-fearlng man who beltaved 
Monmouth/a promlaee and hated evil 
living. But BO noblemen (ezoept a 
few azUad advanturera, ate.) Jolaad 
him. 

At Sedgemoor, In the early morning 
of July 6, 1085, Monmouth's troopa 
found tbomBelves close to the King's 
army. Tbe Duke had planned a night 
attaek. But in the i^irkneaa bia forceh 
cama to a watar ditch they could not 
eroea. Tbara, unable to advance, they 
were attacked and routed by the royal 
soldiery. The peasants and other Pui^ 
Itans fought like beroeH and were lit- 
erally cut to pieces before they would 
retreat. Dut at almoBt the very be- 
ginning of tbe battle Monmouth fled In 
terror, leaving the helpless followers 
to die for a man who was deserting 
them. (This was the laat battle ever 
fought OB Bngllah aoll.) Tboaa Bot 
Ullad ta flght ware hunted out aad 
alanghterad by the soldiery or hanged 
by hundreda at Judge Jeffrey 'a cruel 
orders. 

Monmouth galloped away, closely 
pursued. Later, disguised as a beg- 
gar, he waa caught In a bean field 
where he had hidden. In vain be went 
down on hla knees weeping, entreating 
bis captora to apare him. He waa aaat 
to London Tower, aad was eoadamaad 
to death. Ha oOaNd the Klag aay- 
thing to apare him. promlaing to be- 
tray hla aaaeelates, change hla reli- 
gion— anything! Says Macaulay; "He 
clung In agonies of supplication 
around the knees of the King." But 
James knew no meroy. Then Mon- 
mouth wrote to the Queen, begging 
her to Intercede for his life, saying 
with better fervor than spelling: 

"I do abhor the thing that I have 
dona. • • • I aatast aU tboaa 
people who hSTa braoaht sm to this. 
* * * I am aa obiaet ef yoar pity, 
havlaff baaa oouaaBad aad obaatod la- 
to thla horrid bualaaes. see 
Your praira cannot be refased, slnee 
I am begging for life only to serve the 
King." 

Bven this whine did not save hla, 
though It was later reported that be 
was smuggled to a rrench. prison aad 
became "The Man In the Iron Mask," 
yet Moaahoath waa really beteadad, 
Xtily U. UU. fladtu ha oavld aot 
itf, ho auaatad lo ae te the saafold 
with aoma shew «| MSfOiTi e?w ad- 
vising the exaaeHaasr hew hegl to 

sever his bead at OM gtfVlM. TMs 

advice made tbe executioner go aarr- 
ous tbat he bungled the deed. 

Bo perished the handsomest, vain- 
est, most flekle nan of bis time, A 
man uaworthy to rulei unworih/ to 
have led braveTi truer men to their 
ruta
